To preserve them ia this condition 


of their greatest value, the siJo his 
been used wiih encourag'.cg sue-ees;. 


It is true navay farmers yet think 


that nothing can be better for tattle 
or horses or sheep, as rough filling 
feed, than dry hay acd dry fcxlfier. 
But a little experimenting will prove 
to any one, beyond controversy, that 
well-preserved ensilage from any grass, 
grain or growing herb which, when 
growing is food for cattle, is of much 
more value for feed than any hay, fod- 
der or stover made from the same 
source and dried. 


In short, the silo has come to pre- 


serve for all stock to be fed in winter 
much nutrition which is of necessity 
lost, when the food must be dried for 
preservation. The silo has not yet 
done for the farm?.- all that may be 
done; we may, however, feel assured 
that it will never atop hay-making or 
even corn-cutting for fodder and stover 
on large farms. 
, 


Yet on smaller farms, where dairy 


cattle and domestic stock are to be fed 
in the most economical and successful 
method, the silo is bound to hold a 
prominent place. It will prove not 
only a feed-saving machine, but very 
largely a. labor-ssving machine. 


Poor Covrn Expensive. 


A poor cow is worse than none be- 


cause she will run the owner in debt 
for feed even if feed is raised on the 
farm, for that feed has a commercial 
value. If a cow dees not make more 
milk and butter than can be bought 
witu the money that the feed would 
bring, if sold, then the cow is being 
kept at a loss. The poor man cannot 
afford to own any except a good cow. 
If an ordinary cow costs §25 and 
she costs ?20 
to feed and she 


produces only $15 worth of milk 
and butter, the owner is out at 
least $5. It is better to pay §50 for a 
good cow; she will cost no more to 
feed than a poor cow, and if she pro- 
duces ?30 worth of milk and 
butter 


you are ahead $10. For family use, do 
not buy a cow ot the large creeds, it 
costs too much to keep them; they use 
too much of the feed to keep up the 
body, and if they are fed very heavy 
they have a tendency to lay on fat 
A good milch cow should not lay on fat, 
no matter "how well she is led. 


Does Kot Pay to Cook Feed. 


Professor 
Henry, of Winsconsin, 


states that thousands of experiments 
show that it does rot pay to cook or- 
dinary feed for live stock. Most of the 
grains give better results when fed as 
raw meal. Potatoes are better cooked, 
and tough fodder like hard corn stalks | 
or coarse hay, may be made more pal- 
atable by cooking. It may, also, pay 
at times to give ths stock a warm ra- 
tion. Generally speaking, soaked corn 
•will prove about as satisfactory 
as 


boiled corn. 


Writing in the Southern Farm Maga- 


zine about sheep, Prc-fessor Jordan of 
the University of Tennessee, Expresses 
his surprise that one of the pleasant 
and most profitable parts of farming 
should be so strangely neglected. It is 
far within bounds to say that there is 
room for millions more sheep in Ten- 
nessee -alone, and that this annual five 
millions of dollars is lest for lack of 
enterprise or sense or whateTer one 
chooses to attribute it to.

Feeding aJllk to Calrcx. 


At the Indiana Experiment Station 


two pure-bred Jersoy calves, with hut 
one day of difference in their age, were 
fed, one with skhnniilk and the other 
with whole milk. The calf on skim- 
milk gained TS pounds in 62 days, and 
with skimmilk valued at 2.3 cents a 
hundred pounds, the co&t was $3 for 
the gain. The calf on new milk gained' 
73 pounds, and with new milk at $1 a 
hundred pounds the gain cost over 
$7 12, or over 10 tects a pound, with a 
cost of less than 4 cents a pound on 
skimimlk. The one who conducted the 
experiment thought 
better 
results 


might have been obtained in both cases 
if some grain had been fed with the 
milk.

A CHI-Ions Railroad. 


A mountain railroad constructed on 


a novel $lan is shortly to be opened 
on the HochstaoKen, near Bad Reich- 
enhall, Bavaria. 
The chief feature 


of the new system is that the force 
of traction is directed vertically up- 
ward, being derived from a balloon. 
The latter has a diameter of 66 feet, 
and a lifting power of 10,560 pounds. 
Toe balloon, car, net, ropes, £c., -weigli 
J,620 pounds, and an allowance of 3,300 
pounds is made for passengers 
and 


aeronauts, leaving a margin of 2,640 
pounds. 
A single rail is used for the 


sole purpose of directing the course of 
the tiam and keeping the balloon 
with its load captive. To this end the 
rail is made T-shaped, and the car 
runs on it, gripping it from the sides 
and from below. 
The rail is anchored 


to the ground at distances of about 
15 feet. 
In descending the mountain 


the propelling force is gravity, and the 
balloon acts as a check to prevent ac- 
celerated motion. 
Water ballast pro- 


vides the additional weight required 
when the car is going down.

.dopted by all nations for finding the 
velocity of a projectile at any point of 
ts path after leaving the muzzle of 
he gun:

The wire on each screen is connected 
with a battery, which sends a current 
hrough it and two instruments, one 
ailed a disjunctor, the other the 
Chronograph.

hey are kept distinct and separate. 


The chronograph; answers the pur- 


pose of a stop watch of greatest accur- 
acy. 
Two bars are held up by electric 


mjLgacts; the currents flowing in one 
magnet ralso flow through its respec- 
tive screen, while the current of the 
Dther passes through the second screen. 
The disjunctor is an instrument which 
s used to break both circuits at the 
same instant. As soon as< this is done 
the bars fall, since the electro-magnets 
cease to act when there is no current 
Bowing through them; The bar con- 
nected with the first screen falls upon 
a small platform, which releases a 
wedge-shaped piece o,f metaJL 
This 


strikes the bar connected -with • the 
second screen, leaving a wedge-shaped 
slit in It aA -a line of reference during 
the experiments. 


This being^ -done, the currents 
are 


sstablished again, and the rods placed 
once more under the influence of Ihe 
electro-magnets. Lot a 3,2-inch- rifle 
whose muzzle -velocity isv to be found' 
be placed rn front of the first screen.

IN BOSTON MARKETS. " 


Trade In Flour Is a Little Better—Tht 


Produce Quotations. , 


Boston, April 18.—The net results of 


the week's trading in flour have been a 
'Jitle better than m immediate preceding 
weeks. When w heat was at its highest 
pomt in the middle of the week and bade 
fair to stay, buyers of flour «*owed more 
disposition to operate and before millers 
advanced their selling HraJts to corre- 
spond with the improvement in wheat 
quite a little flour was Bold, mostly to 
i.ome consumers, exporters not coming 
forward with any eagerness and pur- 
chasing very Uttle. Some of the leading 
mills have made sales that aggregate 
several thousand barrels, but in all In- 
stances individual buyers took small lots, 
not having confidence enough in the gen- 
eral situation to buy freely at tl'e prices 
quoted. 


At other leading distributive points of 


th« country thfre has been more doing 
also, so that the Minneapolis mills re- 
port sales for the, week of 315,000 barrel* 
compared ^ith sales of 240.000 barrels in 
the previous week. Duluth, Milwaukee 
and milling cities report some increase 
in the demand and sales. 


Perhaps the most significant feature 


of the trading is the continued con- 
servatism of buyers, which admitted of 
but limited operations in every instance 
and put a stop to all buying m the last 
few days of last \veek, wh*n wheat 
showed less firmness _than formerly. It 
is evident that jobbers and'bther donies- 
tic consumers have not yet become con- 
vinced that current conditions warrant 
current values either for wheat or 
flour. All are waiting, as they have for 
some time past, for steadier markets 
•and something more tangible T\ ith which 
to judge of th« future o*f the markets. 
There would no doubt be larger opera- 
tions undei these conditions, as stocks 
5n second hands are not very lai gre

A force of expert operators did the 


work of shearing the 
50,000 sheep 


penned in the ya^ls of the Chicago. 
Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad at

power, and the lambs and sheep alike 
are shorn at the rate of nearly a 
thousand a day.

and direction, of motion of the vessel 
carrying-the-gun-, fte^apeett ami direc- 
tion of motion of the target, if it be 
another ship, and the direction and 
velocity of the wind, not .one of which 
can be disregarded if the range are 
overcome to a great extent by the 
shorter d^tance and by the high rate 
of speed attained by the projectile. 


In the ease* of a moving vessel be- 


ing the target, tbe range is determined 


- by means of the range-finder and no- 


+ad. After an interval of two min- 
utes or a convenient fraction thereof, 
a second calculation, is made. By the 
tables the difetance "in yards between 
the two points is determined, and this 
divided by the interval of time gives 
the speed. By another table, based 
upon the rate of speed attained by the 
projectile and the range, the distance 
which the target will have traversed 
during the flight of the projectile may 
be obtained, and the gun aimed at such 
an angle as to cause the shot to take 
effect as desired. 
By another process, if the ship upon 


which the gunner is stationed be mov- 
ing, the aim can be made quite as ac- 
curate, and to this exact reduqtion of 
the science is due the almost marvel- 
ous marksmanship of the Yankee gun- 
ners in the recent engagements in Cu- 
ban waters. 


While our modern gunner roust 


know thoroughly all this, he does not 
have the opportunity in^ an engage- 
uisnt to apply it To the officers in the 
conning tower ana" In the turret ialls 
the task oft determining the ranges. 
This is usually done by the officers on 
board the flagship and communicated 
to the officers on board tie other ships 
by means of signals. From xSem the 
gunner in the turret gets his angle, 
and by means of a lever and a scale 
elevates or depresses his gun as Ms 
orders may require. 


Then comes the task which he alone 


may perform. 
Attached to his gun, 


near the breech, Is a powerful tele- 
scope, fitted at the outer lens with a 
horizontal and a vertical hair, crossing 
at right angles in the centre. Through 
this he locates his mark, and haying 
done s"o knows that his aim is true. 


In spite of the exactness 
of 
the 


science, it is necessary, under unfavor- 
able atmospheric conditions, such as 
fog or rain*, to* resort to the old jnethod 
of trial shots. A smaller gun is used, 
and by means of a range-finder at- 
tached to its breech the range can soon 
be determined.

Then the gunner applies the knowl- 


edge which -has given him his rank, 
and science does what the greatest 
skill of the old days could not. 


On the old wooden ship with the 


bristling sides tho process was entire- 
ly different. The gunner, though far 
inferior to ours of to-day, had under bis 
charge guns numbering from four to 
eight, varying with the 
size 
and 


strength of his vessel, and by force of 
circumstances left the task of aiming

point of skill the equal of his chief. 


The long- range shot of the

iho small power of the old smooth 
bore. The close blank shot and the 
broadside were the ones upon which 
the old gunner counted for victory. 
Without the ai<1 of science he sighted 
his cumbersome plocc, while his crew 
stood reatiy with ramrod, swab, pow- 
der and shot. Minutes were consumed 
In thp execution of the orders, "Load! 

File'" while now each 
order is expected to be executed in a 
few seconds.

This city consumes very tew 


of them. There is only a small de- 
mand for them In Detroit, and Chicago, 
big and metropolitan as it is, is -a poor 
market. Almost the entire product of 
Bernreuther goes to New York, and the 
shipments average three or four doz- 
ens a week the year round. The squabs 
command from $1.5Q to $3.50 a dozen, 
and there is money in the business. 


The1 best breed of doves for squab 


purposes is the homing pigeon. This 
is not due to any particular delicacy of 
the flesh, but to the fact that homers 
are the best breeders, are diligent in 
properly caring for the eggs during the 
incubating period, and keep their 
young well fed. But the squab farmer 
does not run much to fancy 
stock. 


Just plain, ordinary doves are good 
enough. 
They bring' out six to ten 


broods a year, each''of two doves, and 
often eggs are in tbe nest for a new 
batching before the preceding brood 
has developed to the squab age. The 
doves usually rest two months in the 
year, but as there is no recognized sea- 
son for resting, the market can be sup- 
plied the year arorfhd. " 


Breed *nd Feed.

markable egg yields." 


The winning comuination is the hen 


bred for eggs and the well balanced 
ration judiciously <*ed. This combina- 
tion is necessary for continuously good 
results. Good lesults often come for a 
time from hens carelessly bred and 
indifferently fed, but there is no stabil- 
ity in tbe returns under such condi- 
tions—and as far ae the combination of 
common hens and indifferent feeding 
goes, our observation and the records 
alike show that they are "not in it"
